ON EDUCATION 

To the Bishop, Presiding Elders, Officers and Members and Friends of 
the East Florida Annual Conference: 

Greetings: 

Your Ccommittee appointed to make the report on Education en¬ 
tered upon its task with much gratitude and deep appreciation and 
present the following for your thoughtful and careful consideration. 

Every civilized nation has a national agency for the promotion of 
education. In the United States this agency is the office of Education 
in the Department of the Interior. The results of the labor of Henry 

Barnard. __ ~ 

As a bit of history in 1838 Henry Barnard went to Washington, D 
C. in earch of reliable facts on the schools of the nation and found 
none. Then and there he had a vision and immediately led a move¬ 
ment for thirty years for a Federal Educational Fact-Finding Agency 
Finally in 1866 a request of the National Association of State and City 
Superintendents presented to Congress by James A. Garfield^ 

The departent of Education bill was approved March 2 1867 Two 
years later the Department was made an office of the Department^ 
the Interior. The title office of Education changed in 1870 and was

Statistics shows that more than 6,000,000 pupils are enrolled in 
29,700 high schools, public and private or 60 per cent of the persons 
frdm 15 to 18 years of age. We have about 1,150,000 college stu¬ 
dents including summer school and extension courses. An estimated 
number of living high school graduates is 10,045,134 excluding those 
who continued through college, and in June 1935 about 132,000 students 
received professional degrees from a college of four years or more and 
about 1,000,000 students gaduated from high school. 

Perhaps you will be interested in a brief general comparison of the 
Educational system from the period 1879-1880 to-1933-34. 

During the period 1879-80 there were 9,757,118 elementary schools, 
110,277 high schools, 286,593 teachers supervisors and principals. Total 
salaries of supervisors, principals and teachers $55,942,972. Average 
salaries for the same $195. 

During the period 1933-34, there were 20,729,511 elementary 
schools, 5,656,412 high school 869,518 teachers, supervisors and princi¬ 
pals receiving a total salary of $1,058,595,297. Average salaries for 
the same $1,217 which is quite a vast increase to that of 1874-80. 

Summerizing for the continental United States the educational sys¬ 
tem, we find that in 1880 a total enrollment of 9,867,395 served by an 
instructional staff of 286,593 by 1930 our educational system bad ex¬ 
panded and increased till there was a total enrollment of 25,678,015 
served by an instructional supervisory staff of 880,365. We have as an 
estimate number of living graduates 2,209,860. about 32 per cent of all 
high school graduates go to college. I have given you a brief general 
summary of the educational standing and system of the United States. 

We call your attention now to Negro Education in democracy, say 
president Franklin D. Roosevelt, education hold tha most promising po¬ 
tential solution of the social and economic problems of peaceful gradual 
intelligent evolution toward the goals which we must set up for the 
preservation of the ideals and happiness of'our civilisation and citiden- 
ship. 

Unfortunately, we have a relatively small per centage of the Negro 
Children of our country, especially in rural sections, who enjoy ade¬ 
quate or equitable facilities of the education which is America’s goal 
for every child. We have neither schools enough properly to accom¬ 
modate the children who should be in attendance nor educational offer¬ 
ings of the equality and variety adopted to their needs. How to meet 
these two fundamental requirements adequately and the ramifications 
into which consideration of their varied aspects takes us are problems 
to which this Conference and all other Negro organizations should de¬ 
vote its attention because adequate education for any group should not 
be advocated primarily on the grounds of justice for that group, but 
rather for the reason that only as education is adequate can the group 
make its proper contribution to American life and civilization. 
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Unfortunately again, data on colleges for Negroes are meager, es¬ 
pecially for the ranks below professor. 

As o salary* it is seen that the medium salary for the seven presi¬ 
dent reporting dropped from $4,083 to $3,675 or 9.990. In every grade 
except that of Associate professor colleges attended by whit epaid a 
higher medium salary than did those for Negroes. 

We are not here to argue the low points neither the high points 
of education as they affect the Negro race, rather to offer suggestions 
that would eliminate these vast differences given in comparing the 
two races. If we are to hope that this spirit of positive cooperation 
grow and that Negro education we be recognized to be individual and 
not racial we should, ourselves, lift the instrumentality ready to our 
hands which is education. 

In my conclusion, my we say whole heartedly all honors and all 
glory to our noble Bishop who has added new life to our own Edward 
Waters College, the pride of Florida and African Methodism. Better 
anticipation in the administration and control of the college have been 
exhibited since the coming of Bishop Grant to Florida. 

This reorganization of Administration and curricular of education 
provides for better training in citizenship and a development of a 
broad and continual educational program to supplement work of schools 
for children and adults purposely planned for the realization of the 
highest ideals of American education. At present it promotes the 
principals of religion, citizenship character, government, recreation and 
health. We are happy to admit the true fact of the College, may it 
result in rendering the significant service it aspires to render to our 
country and to the Negro race. 


THE STATE OF THE COUNTRY 
To the Bishop and Members of the East Florida Conference of the

Dear Father and Brethren: 

The Committee on The State of the Country, submits the follow¬ 
ing as its annual report: 

America is blessed a tthis time with peace and whatever is the 
condition of the world, this great country of ours holds the olive 
branch to the world. It is unfortunate, however, that the rumblings 
of war are heard around the world and we see nations armed to the 
teeth and ready to destroy not only their fellows, but the civili^Stion 
of a thousand years. With this threatening attitude, America must 
be cognizant and it should suggest to the leaders not only to prepare 
for rational defense, but to use every diplomatic means for peace. 

Unrest And Chaos 

To the thoughtful mind, we have a state of industrial, financial and 
political unrest in this nation. Industry however, requires our imme- 
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diate consideration. The employer and employee have rights wbtrii 
each must maintain but which can never be rectified by strikes or oo ■ 
outs. They must be achieved by arbitation. Therefore, we 
need of deliberate and careful consideration of all the issues involved 
Crime And Youth In America 

The records of this nation reveal a state of crime and a record 
of criminality which brings the blush of shame to the face of 
American but it is doubly unfortunate when we think of the thousan s 
of our Negro youth caught in the toils of crime and who fill the prisons 
of the nation. Speaking alone of one state, it is said that we spen 
four millions for education and eight millions to apprehend and P ro * 
vide for criminals. As we think of our own colored youth, fathers an 
mothers, teachers and preachers are urged to use every reason* ^ 
means to bring the horror of crime and the awful disgrace of prison to 
our youth to the extent that they will not only keep out of misehie, 
but keep out of the toils of crime. 

Law And Protection Tn America. 

It is to be regretted that we should be required to admit to the 
fact that the law relating to justice is not administered upon the basic 
principles laid down by Blackstone. We believe that no conviction 
should take place on color or race, nor should it take place throng 
hysteria, but every American citizen regardless of race reasonaby 
presumed to be innocent, should wea the robe of innocence until the 
crime has been proven by his preers. Frequently the black man is the 
victim and the Negro must suffer, not only physically but too f* e " 
quently. for crimes which he never committed. The defendant, there¬ 
fore, whatever his race, has the right to believe that he will have jus¬ 
tice and be given every reasonable doubt guaranteed by the law. 

Negro Race Isolation 

Whatever may be the opinion to the contrary, the Negro mUS 
learn to speak the language of America and associate himself with * 
of the institutions and agencies of £he American People. He shou 
scout the idea of race isolation or even segregation and he must build 
himself into the very life of America, industrially, educationally, fi nan ' 
cially, politically and religiously. 

The Politicians’ Bid For The Negro Vote 

Perhaps many regard the bid of the politicians of both 
for the Negro vote as a hapy omen, but to the thoughtful Negro it is a 
very unfortunate happening when two of the great parties for three 
years pursue and plan and lay schemes through northern Negroes, 
ligious institutions, colleges and universities to control even the soci* 
and benevolent organizations, urging Negro race leaders to deliver the 
Negro, thereby placing the lowest estimate on Negro race character. 
It is a very unfortunate and surprising thing when leaders are thus 
led to the detriment of their race to so lower the electorate & s 
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placed in this embarrassing and compromising position. Race leaders 
^Jiould lead and stand out for pledges not for a few offices; they should 
U1 ^ e t c ma J° rifc y 1° deal with questions which affect the entire race 
7 he ldeals and standards which stand for the nations life and for 
prosperity. A few offices, no matter how meritorious or how high, 
art angerous to the party life to the race when the race leaders are 
1 ^ ,nt fenced atld led. The African Methodist Episcopal Church 
.. an Is four a( l uarti for the political equality of all questions touching 
c ‘ace and we heartily endorse that kind of leadership which opens 
e d°or for equal privileges and opportunity. 

Skilled Industry 

hat ever is the job idea of the American Administration, we call 
upon the Negro everywhere to associate himself with institutions and 
agencies which shall lead to the place of the skilled worker. Com¬ 
mon labor appeals to the masses but wealth, competency and power ai* 
°nlv to be found where there is efficiency and skill. 

Administrative Efforts At Peace 
Ue heartily endorse the measures of our Chief President Roose- 
velt—in his effort to set up the high standard of peace between the 
peoples of our South American Republic and thus, around the world 
Certainly those who read his utterances must note the clear and clarion 
sound for the peace of the world between all peoples regardless of 
race.

REPORT ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 
To the Bishop and Members of the East Florida Conference of the A. 

M. E. Church: 

Rear Father and Brethren: 

Your Committee on the State of the Church presents the following 
for your consideartion, as review and tabulation of church conditions 
revealed by representatives in Conferences and conventions including 
some of the advance editors of the country gives much in common to 
cause a general rejoicing upon the progress and growth of religious 
denominations at home and abroad. The only unfriendly note is to 
ke found in statements ad writers in the Negro Press who assume 
^ dictate the action and attitude of the church: strange to say the 
church and its institutions stand for the evangelization of the world 
cud the civilization of mankind which is far too great a subject for the 
circular Negro Press and far too great for the average Ne¬ 
gro Press writer. We should congratulate ourselves however that al¬ 
most every Negro College and University, Medical School, Medical staff. 
Hospital, Old Folks Home, the country and world round and almost 
every educated Negro however brilliant and scholarly may be traced di- 
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rectly or indirectly to the leadership and influence of the Christian 
church. It must be noted that the church of God had its begining ln 
the remote past and as to its credit a long’ line of Patriarchs, Prophets, 
Christ, and Apostles who transcend in their character, self reliance and 
Mission any class of men who ever lived and walked the c&ith fvoTtt 
them comes a definite world message fcr the redemption, rehabilitation 
and restoration of man. The ideals, land marks and standards, of 
this message are all fixed by Christ himself. It will be seen there¬ 
fore that the church of God cannot bend itself to the caprices of men 
who spurned its teaching and who care less for its leadership and his- 
tory. 

Moses could make no compromise with Pharoah, Noah could not 
shirk his duty to the Antideluvioaus, Abraham must fight for Sodom, 
even though the fiery furnace and lions den faced the undaunted Dan¬ 
iel to say nothing of the long list of Martyrs, the church cannot and 
will not change its course all through time to the end of the ages, it 
must obey the command of God challenge all forms of wickedness every¬ 
where and every kind from which there is to be no appeal. 

The Principles Of Truth 

It is argued that the church should restate its position, to this end 
modem scholarship demand that the church revise, retranslate and de¬ 
lete much of its dogmatic position, in short order, compromise and side 
step the message which has come from eternity modern scholarship 
should know that the church dare abrogate, modify or change its mes¬ 
sage which is to continue to the ages modern scholarship should see 
that God has given the world two great books, the book of nature and 
the book of Revelation. The first stands for the study, research and 
investigation of the world scholarship, all grades of literature, science 
and Philosophy may find this book an inexhaustible store house and if 
they desire says Talmage. they may walk with the God of the Universe 
and like another they will exclaim, there is no beginning. The second 
book is the book of Revelation and whatever modem thought may say, 
beginning at Genesis and pursuing his study through Revelation will 
find the highway of reveal truth stretching from eternity to eternity. 
It is to this Revelation Burke, Gladstone, Webster, Clay, Wesley, Allen, 
Payne and a long line of Masterful minds found it an ocean in which 
the thought of the world might swim and find it the light and land¬ 
mark for the ages, 

The African M. E. Church 

The African M. E. Church is one of the x greatest Negro religions 
organizations in the world founded by Richard Allen took its rise in 
1916 and from that day until now n otonly sets the face but is a demon¬ 
stration of the courageous effort of black men to organize independent¬ 
ly, set up their own banners and for one hundred and twenty years is 
the brightest garland in the caronet of religion in self government of 
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Xegioes by Nogroe* It has given inspiration to ail the world denomi¬ 
nations of Negroes, its Episcopacy staff of general officers, professors 
and literary institutions coupled with its departmental life is a Vindi¬ 
cation of the cultural and Christian power of black men.
